•hall be entitled to hold Us caucuses c 
that date. If such date Is one on which 
caucuses may be lawfully held. If such 
3ntc Is one previously so selected and 
notified by some oilier political party, or 
is one on which caucuses mny.not be law- 
Cully hold, such chairman shall be Imme- 
diately notified In writing-of the fact by 
the clly clerk or board of canvassers and 
registration, ns Ihe case may he, nnd 
such chairman shall select nart make notl- 
llriulon of another date.

tlie world, find FOKIC species urc found 
growing in totally di Hi rent climates. 
Take for Instances, Aaplenlnm Adian- 
tiim Nigrnm; we lave it on Die author- 
ity ofikddone it can be found all over 
Europe, Asia, North and South Africa, 
Mtulurlu, the Azores, theC'aimry Isles, 
Capede Vere Isles, St. ilclenn, Abys- 
binlii, Afgani.atan, Java and India. 
They grow in all shapes and sizes, some 
ferns being not more than {Inch high, to 
the ruiguly tree ferns 100 feet high, 
some terrestial and others epiphytal, 
hanging from the bouglm of trees, 
creeping over rocks, etc., chaructiied 
by a true and highly developed Rhiz- 
ome or creeping stem, aud adhering by 
their fibrous roots to the surface on 
which they grow. 


North America is not very prolific in 


specks, but still tlieie are some very 
beautiful ferns to be found in our neigh- 
borhood. If people would study cryp- 
t ogam la more they would iind great 
pleasure in noting the beauty of ferns. 
It !s a great pity It is not studied more. 
I think myself it is the most interest- 
ing etudy in botany. Although they 
do not possess any of the brilliant flow- 
ers of some of the other classes they 
nevertheless appeal to tlie fern lover as 
being beautiful beyond 
comparison. 


What would our woods look (ike were 
they denuded of ferns? Take our own 
vicinity aud note the many species 
growing wild, you will find whole plate 
of the beautiful 
onoclea seusibilis, 


which for color haa few rivals, all the 
barren fronds being a beauliful shade 
of green, and the curious fertile fronds, 
all contracted, so that it appears a dif- 
ferent feru altogether; also the beauti- 
ful climbing I>ygodium Palmatum, for 
the preservation of which species a law 
was passed by Congress in IS69, mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor to gather it for 
sale for decoration purposes with n fine 
of ?100 or 12 months in prison or both. 


Then take the cultivated ferns. What 


more beautiful than the gold and silver 
ferns, the filmy ferns, aud the fiueen of 
feniSjAdiantum >'arleyeance inlroQuced 
from Harbadocs by Dr. John Farley, in 
speaking of which I may Mate it has 
uever been known to produce spores. 
It is supposed to be a hybrid from Ad. 
Tenerum. Then there is Hie Candatum 
group, a species which make a frond 
which will take root at the apis and 
form another plant, and so on until 
they will cover a large nre.i. This coun- 
try gives us one example in Asplemini 
Rhizophyllum. 


I will cow touch upon organography 


of ferns by which all ferns arc named 
and classified, merely touching on the 
rusin points, as it would take too long 
and would not be particularly interest- 
ing, to go into it thoroughly. In the 
first place ferns are flowerless pl»nta 
•nd form 'tlie highest order of the di 
vision of toe vegetable kingdom termed 
Cr.vptog»mi», Their most evident or- 
gans are leaves and stems, the former 
called fronds which »re variously trav 
erscd by veins, ramifying in a deter- 
minate manner in the different genera. 
Upon certain definite parts of the veins, 
generally or, thsunderside of the fraud.

plants. In Kyreiaobryu Ihu fronds aru 
produced singly from llio Bides of a 
Uldxoinoor creeping stem, which has 
Us growing ]Hilul always In advance of 
the young developing frond, und Is there 
articulated with Ilie Ithl/.ome, DO that 
when U lias passed maturity It ecpar- 
ates ut the noO.e and leaves behind a 
clean conclave scar. In Dcsniobryu Ihu 
fronds are adheienl unJ conllnuous 
with tlie axis. Then again all ferns lu 
Ihcurcmobryuclass produce Iheir fronds 
on the outside of the preceding ones, 
while lu Ousuiouryn they are mostly 
pnxhiced on Ihe Inside. . 


All ferns «ru referable to these two 


classes. ThesO ure again divided into 
eleven nuu-orders which are again di- 
vided In lo nmnerous tribes which It 
would take too long to enuinerate and 
explain, so I will leiivc that lo some 
future occasion and try to explain to 
you the mode of fertilization. 


We now come lu tho most Interesting 


and most wonderful of all tho vegeta- 
ble kingdom. It is only as fur back as 
1818 Unit thu remarkable discovery 
made by Count l.e/e/,yc Bumniiuskl, 
that feniB possessed organs analogous 
lo slamlns aud plsllls of planlH and 
that these weru produced on the pro- 
tliallla (a vegetable mibslanco formed 
by the spores), after falling on llio 
ground or being HOWII artificially by 
man. These spores or seeds consist of 
atoinlcparttclcsand can t* £ecn,in BOIIIO 
specits, discharging from Hie spore 
cases like smoke, but small ns they are, 
It has been ascertained by the itld ot 
the niicro.scoj)C to have diilerent forms, 
varying in dnruretil genera, sunie being 
globose-, ovulor inigtihir, smoolh, plane, 
slrialed or cchinate, ]]ru.scnling very 
bcniilirtil microscopic objects. 


When these spores are naturally or 


nrtilicially placed under proper condi- 
tions they vegetate and form the pro- 
thullius, lirst forniing a single oblong 
cell from which other cells are sncccss- 
ively nrodncetl, finally forming it thin 
green membrane similar lo Lichens, 
which lies flat, and IB held in place by 
line hairs which attach themselves to 
the surface of tho ground or roil. In 
tlie progress of the growth of this pro- 
Ihallus peculiar cells are formed on its 
under surface of two kinds, one called 


knofrh 
"antheridia" and Ihe other "urcliego- 
nin." In the liratof which (the mule 
organ), lliere are belwecn 30 and 40 
small cells, called sjicrni cells, which 
contain living organs called "anlher- 
ix.oids," in Ihe shape of a very small 
spring, like a clock spring, wilh only 
one turn, on the inner end of which 
arejn'small tuft of hairs. These small 
organs will (when released) swim in u 
drop of dew. 


The "archegonia" or female organ 


differs materially from the "anlheri- 
diu." They contain un embroganal 
sac, which at a certain period enlarges 
and forms a kind of an elongated cell, 
witli a neck, around the top of which a 
kindof Kummy substance appears, und 
the "antherixoids" after being released 
by the "antheridia" 
In swimming 


among the prothallla finally drop into 
this cell and fertilize it. 


But nature is not liniahed yet. When 


the Aiitherizoid 
has 
fertilized • tlie 


"jUchegonia" it changes it from an 
"oosphere" into an "oospore", which 
divides again into eight smaller cells, 
each with a separate function; two give 
the first leaf, one is the growing part of 
the stem, one to hairs, one to root, two 
form ttie foot, which sink in the arche- 
goniu hi Ihe prothallas from which Is 
drawn life, until the young feru can 
support itself by its own roots, after 
which the prothallas disappears and 
the remaining cell finally disappears. 
Therefore you will notice there Is a dis- 
tinct alternation of generation in pro- 
ducing ferns. 


In the first place the spore produces 


the prothallaa, which produces the 
male and female organs, in each of 
which lies an ooaphere, which when 
fertilized becomes the oospore, which 
finally produces the young fern, and 
the prothallas, which was produced by 
tlie spore, dies away. 1 have been 
asked many times if it were possible to 
artificially hybridise ferns to as to pro- 
duce new species, hut it appears to me to 
be impossible. It is one thing that has 
to be left to nature. 


Of course new ferns are all the time 


being discovered, and we have quite a 
quantity of hybrids, -especially the na- 
tive British ferns, are very noticeable. 
Tlie specie Scobependrinn Vnlgnre, 
futinJ growing in limestone rocks and 
in old wells, from which we have nearly 
100 hybrids; J-nstrea Felix Mas is an- 
other example. I have many times 
sown sporesof various species altogether 
in one pan or pot but have never got 
anything new. 


Another peculiarity. Kerns belong- 


ing to the IXsmobrya group will as a 
rule come quite easily from spores, 
while ferns from the Erymobra group 
will rarely come from seed, and those 
which do germinate sometimes take 
from IS months to two years. The fer- 
tility of the spores of these divisions are 
very remarkable. They vary greatly 
even in the Itemobry* group. I my-
